Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  your  Health  Department  and  the  health 
of  your  district  during  the  year  1963. 

The  year  saw  the  biannual  epidemic  of  measles,  but  apart  from 
that  there  was  very  little  infectious  disease. 

The  Contractors  have  commenced  work  on  the  new  sewerage 
scheme  in  connection  with  the  enlarged  Boroughbridge  works  and 
there  is  every  hope  that  this  big  scheme  will  be  satisfactorily  com¬ 
pleted  shortly. 

An  interesting  example  of  carbon  monoxide  poisoning  occurred 
during  calm  weather  in  late  January  in  a  small  country  school.  Most 
of  the  pupils  and  staff  were  affected  with  faintness,  dizziness  and 
headache.  Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Barclay  of  the  Forensic 
Laboratory  in  Harrogate,  a  blood  sample  from  one  of  the  pupils 
showed  a  residue  of  5  to  6  per  cent  CO  after  several  hours.  Investiga¬ 
tion  showed  that  the  stack  serving  one  of  the  three  enclosed  coke 
heating  stoves  was  blocked  by  debris,  and  the  school  was  closed 
until  repairs  were  effected. 

The  report  contains  sections  on  the  environmental  health 
services,  written  by  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  also 
details  of  the  County  Council  services  in  the  area. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  other  Officers  and  staff,  and  to  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Members  of  the  Council,  for  continued  help  and  kindness.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births:  The  birth  rate  of  17.6  is  higher  than  in  1962,  but  is  lower  than 
the  national  rate  of  18.2. 

Deaths:  The  death  rate  of  11.4  shows  a  slight  increase  over  that 
for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.2.

Infantile  Mortality: 

Two  children  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  giving  an  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  8.1  per  1,000  live  births.  This  compares  with  a  rate 
of  13.8  for  the  previous  year  and  20.9  for  England  and  Wales.

1 .  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority

2.  Health  Services. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  the  public  water  supply  is  carried  out 
for  the  Claro  Water  Board  by  Messrs.  H.  T.  Lea  and  Mallinder, 
Halifax,  and  Messrs.  T.  Fairley  and  Partner,  Leeds,  and  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  public  water  supply  for  plumbo-solvent  action  is  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  County  Hall,  Wakefield. 

Specimens  of  milk  and  other  food  stuffs,  including  ice-cream, 
are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  situated  at  Seacroft,  Leeds.  This  Laboratory  also  under¬ 
takes  the  bacteriological  examination  of  the  public  water  supply  for 
the  Claro  Water  Board. 

Any  special  investigation  into  outbreaks  of  infection  is  under¬ 
taken  at  the  Leeds  Public  Health  Laboratory  as  well  as  the  isolation 
and  typing  of  poliomyelitis  virus  in  cases  suspected  to  be  suffering 
from  this  infection.  This  is  of  particular  value  in  cases  where  there 
is  no  paralysis  as,  without  such  confirmation,  it  is  often  impossible 
to  make  an  accurate  diagnosis. 

The  routine  bacteriological  examination  of  clinical  material, 
such  as  throat  swabs,  is  undertaken  at  the  laboratory  of  the  Harro¬ 
gate  General  Hospital. 


REMOVAL  TO  SUITABLE  PREMISES  OF  PERSONS  IN 
NEED  OF  CARE  AND  ATTENTION 

In  urgent  cases,  where  removal  to  hospital  is  required  without 
delay,  action  can  be  taken  under  the  National  Assistance  (Amend¬ 
ment)  Acts,  1948 — 1951,  and  an  order  can  be  made  by  a  local 
Justice  of  the  Peace  requiring  the  patient  to  be  taken  to  hospital. 
This  action  is  only  taken  when  there  is  complete  lack  of  home  care 
and  where  the  patient  refuses  to  go  to  Hospital  for  care  and 
attention.

The  Division  in  its  western  part  consists  of  the  upland  country 
lying  to  the  south  west  of  the  River  Ure  and  containing  the  upper 
part  of  Nidderdale.  The  eastern  part  is  flat  country  in  the  plain  of 
York  bounded  on  the  north  east  by  the  Rivers  Ure  and  Ouse  and 
containing  the  lower  part  of  the  River  Nidd. 


Harrogate  stands  in  rolling  country  to  the  south  and  west  of  the 
Nidd.  It  has  been  known  as  a  Spa  for  a  long  period  and  is  now  a 
busy  conference  and  holiday  centre  which  provides  pleasant  residen¬ 
tial  surroundings.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  an  administrative 
centre  for  large  commercial  organisations. 

The  City  of  Ripon  is  an  ancient  market  town  in  the  valley  of 
the  Ure.  It  is  the  centre  for  a  large  rural  area  around,  and  manu¬ 
factures  paint  and  concrete  products. 


Knaresborough  is  an  attractive  holiday  centre  situated  on  the 
Nidd  in  that  part  of  its  course  where  it  flows  in  a  limestone  gorge  of 
considerable  beauty.  It  is  also  a  market  town  and  shopping  centre 
for  a  large  and  populous  rural  area  and  has  a  large  weekly  market. 


Ripon  &  Pateley  Bridge  Rural  District  and  Nidderdale  Rural 
District  are  both  large  agricultural  areas  with  numerous  villages. 
The  former  contains  the  small  town  of  Pateley  Bridge  in  the  valley 
of  the  Nidd  which  is  the  administrative  centre  of  the  district.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  health  visitors  were  trained  in  the 
use  of  the  pure  tone  audiometer  in  preparation  for  testing  children 
in  Junior  Schools  to  detect  hearing  loss. 

It  is  hoped  to  start  this  procedure  early  in  1964. 

In  addition,  pre-school  children  with  a  history  which  indicates 
a  special  risk  of  deafness  will  also  be  tested.  14  were  tested  during 
the  year. 

4.  Speech  Therapy 

The  Speech  Therapist  attends  at  Dragon  Parade  and  Ripon 
Clinics.  54  new  cases  were  treated  during  the  year,  and  the  treatment 
of  52  others  was  continued.

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5.  Cardiac  Clinic 


The  purpose  of  this  clinic  which  is  held  weekly  at  the  Harrogate 
General  Hospital  is  to  give  advice  on  the  physical  capacity  of 
children  with  heart  abnormalities  and  to  provide  expert  diagnostic 
facilities. 

The  Clinic  is  staffed  by  a  Cardiologist,  a  Paediatrician  and  a 
Senior  School  Medical  Officer. 

During  1963,  178  children  made  245  attendances.  Special 
Clinics  are  held  occasionally  and  attended  by  Mr.  Wooler  from  the 
Leeds  General  Infirmary.  He  saw  9  children  during  the  year  and 
the  following  recommendations  were  made: — 

1.  Fallot’s  tetralogy — admission  to  Leeds  for  angiocardio¬ 
graphy. 

2.  Ventricular  septal  defect — refer  to  Mr.  Watson  for  closure 
of  defect. 

3.  Patent  ductus — admission  to  Leeds  for  surgery. 

4.  ?  ventricular  septal  defect — refer  to  Mr.  Watson  for  further 
investigation  and  opinion.  Name  added  to  waiting  list. 

5.  Right  ventricular  hypertrophy — admission  to  Leeds  for 
further  investigation. 

6.  Transposition  of  great  vessels  and  pulmonary  hypertension- 
admission  to  Leeds  for  further  investigation  and  operation. 

7.  Patent  atrial  septum— name  placed  on  waiting  list  for 
admission  to  Leeds  for  operation. 

8.  Patent  ductus — operation  indicated.  Name  placed  on 
waiting  fist. 

9.  Enlarged  heart — defer  further  investigation  for  time  being 
until  child  is  older. 

There  were  6  attendances  at  Leeds  General  Infirmary  for 
further  investigation  pending  admission  for  operation. 

5  admissions  took  place  for  cardiac  catheterisation,  and  7 
children  were  admitted  for  cardiac  surgery. 

6.  Child  Guidance  Clinic 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Gore  for  the  following  report: — 

The  main  function  of  a  Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  families’  difficulties  with  children,  and  to  this  end 
the  clinic  is  fully  staffed  two  whole  days  a  week,  with  facilities  for 
remedial  teaching  available  the  whole  week  during  school  terms. 
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However,  an  important  auxiliary  function  is  that  of  teaching  those 
who  are  taking  up  work  in  clinics,  or  who  will  be  working  in  co¬ 
operation  with  clinics.  This  professional  responsibility  has  been 
welcomed  by  the  child  guidance  team,  not  only  in  the  case  confer¬ 
ences,  which  are  held  each  week,  but  in  their  outside  activities. 
During  the  year  Mr.  Pickles  has  continued  to  lecture  on  behalf  of  the 
National  Association  of  Mental  Health  to  the  course  for  training 
centre  supervisors;  Mrs.  Nursten  has  been  appointed  part-time 
Lecturer  in  Social  Casework  at  the  University  of  Leeds,  and  as 
Tutor  to  the  Home  Office  Course  for  Child  Care  Officers;  Mrs. 
Ramsbottom  has  given  evening  classes  at  Waldernheath  Approved 
School;  Mr.  Pritchard  has  talked  to  Parent-Teacher  Associations, 
and  I  have  lectured  at  the  College  of  further  Education  in  Harrogate 
on  two  courses  for  groups  of  residential  workers  in  child  care. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Pickles  has  completed  his  survey  of 
retarded  children  in  primary  schools  in  September,  and  since  then 
has  been  visiting  Bridge  House  School  on  Friday  mornings  to  assess 
boys  who  are  deaf. 

In  1963,  102  new  cases  were  seen:  27  girls  and  75  boys.  The 
sources  of  referral  from  Division  7  followed  the  pattern  of  previous

There  were  proportionately  fewer  cases  referred  from  the 
Juvenile  Court. 

As  in  the  past  we  have  continued  to  have  regular  visits  from: 
Probation  Officers,  Child  Care  Officers,  Head  Teachers,  etc.  Dr. 
Schofield  has  continued  to  attend  our  weekly  lunchtime  meetings 
and  we  learn  with  regret  that  she  is  to  leave  Harrogate,  though  we 
wish  her  all  success  in  the  future. 

In  June  Dr.  C.  Simpson  Smith,  Senior  Administrative  Medical 
Officer,  School  Health,  visited  the  clinic  and  we  have  had  the 
opportunity  subsequently  to  have  discussions  with  him. 
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Miss  Griffin,  Divisional  Nursing  Officer,  has  attended  some  of 
our  meetings  and  we  have  valued  her  support  and  would  hope  to  see 
more  of  her  and  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  future.  Two  post-graduate 
students  from  the  Institute  of  Education,  Leeds,  and  other  students 
in  training  have  also  visited  us. 

Our  outside  contacts  were  consolidated  and  extended  by  visits 
to  In-Patients  Units,  Hospital  and  various  schools. 

Miss  Blackburn’s  Report  on  Remedial  Teaching 

The  new  year  began  with  17  children  on  roll,  but  2  were  trans¬ 
ferred  for  special  schooling,  one  on  physical  grounds,  and  in  this 
case  boarding  placement  has  been  amply  justified.  One  child  was 
withdrav/n  by  a  parent  who  disliked  the  idea  of  segregation  from  his 
normal  school  class.  This  move  has  proved  very  detrimental  to  the 
boy.  2  new  children  were  admitted  during  the  year,  both  of  Secondary 
Modern  age,  one  a  serious  case  of  school  refusal.  At  present  we  have 
5  girls  and  11  boys,  age  range  as  follows: — 

1  is  14  years 

3  are  13  years 
1  is  12  years 
5  are  11  years 

4  are  10  years 
1  is  9  years 
1  is  8  years 

This  gives  11  in  the  earlier  age  range,  again  indicating  earlier 
referral,  though  often  this  referral  is  delayed  until  the  final  year, 
in  the  primary  school,  when,  one  feels,  it  would  be  better  before 
then.  Progress  with  these  younger  children  is  very  well  maintained, 
and  the  growth  in  confidence,  as  basic  difficulties  are  overcome,  is 
very  rewarding. 

With  the  older  children  the  rate  of  progress  is  slower  and  what 
one  is  able  to  do  is  limited.  Even  so,  an  all-round  improvement 
has  been  very  marked  in  a  girl  of  14,  and  home  relationships  have 
improved.  Appreciation  of  our  work  is  constantly  shown  by  Heads  of 
schools,  and  parents,  and  we  continue  to  maintain  close  co-operation 
with  home  and  school.  The  team  continues  to  keep  a  very  close 
watch  on  all  the  problems  of  children  in  the  remedial  group. 

I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Hepple  for  his  constant  interest  and  under¬ 
standing  and  Dr.  Smithson  with  whom  we  are  pleased  to  have  had  a 
closer  contact  during  the  year.  Also  staffs  of  the  Divisional  Health 
departments  for  their  co-operation.  Finally  to  say  how  much  I  gain 
from  the  loyalty  of  the  members  of  the  clinic  team  and  from  the 
stimulus  of  working  with  them.

(b)  Ante-Natal  Clinics 

Two  sessions  per  week  are  held  at  Dragon  Parade  Clinic,  and 
two  sessions  per  month  at  Alma  House,  Ripon.  Most  family  doctors 
undertake  ante-natal  care  of  their  own  patients,  and  the  maternity 
hospitals  also  run  sessions.  The  health  department  clinics  are  very 
useful  in  that  they  are  able  to  put  the  expectant  mother  in  touch 
with  the  local  services  which  will  be  of  use  to  her. 

(c)  Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Classes 

These  are  held  regularly  for  expectant  mothers  at  2,  Dragon 
Parade,  Harrogate,  Fysche  Hall,  Knaresborough,  and  Alma  House, 
Ripon.  238  expectant  mothers  made  2,025  attendances  at  the 
Harrogate  Clinic,  46  mothers  made  234  attendancesatKnaresborough

(f)  Phenylketonuria 

One  type  of  mental  defect  is  due  to  a  metabolic  disturbance 
which  produces  damage  to  the  brain  in  early  life.  It  is  detectable  by 
a  simple  test  on  the  urine  of  young  babies  which  is  now  done  as  a 
routine  by  the  health  visitors  for  the  babies  in  their  care. 

1,579  children  were  tested,  and  one  positive  test  emerged.  This 
subsequently  cleared  up  without  treatment. 

(g)  Dental  Care 

The  arrangements  for  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  continue  as  before. 

(h)  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children 

The  unmarried  girl  who  is  having  a  baby  is  often  desperately 
in  the  need  of  expert  help  and  advice.  She  needs  to  make  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  confinement,  and  for  her  own  rehabilitation  and  the 
care  of  her  child  afterwards. 

Valuable  work  in  this  field  is  done  by  the  Social  Workers  of 
the  Ripon  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  who  work  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners,  the  health  visitors,  and 
the  health  department. 

The  County  Council  makes  grants  in  approved  cases  towards 
the  cost  of  institutional  care  before  the  confinement. 

114  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  department  during  the  year. 
This  figure  includes  about  35%  of  people  who  came  into  the  division 
from  other  areas.  Of  the  residents,  one  was  under  15  years,  45  were 
between  the  ages  of  15  and  19,  while  53  were  aged  between  20  and 
29  years.  This  is  not,  therefore,  mainly  a  teenage  problem,  as  is 
often  assumed. 

(i)  Care  of  Premature  Infants 

These  small  babies  need  special  care  to  avoid  injury  from 
chilling.  2  Sorrento  cots  and  equipment  are  provided,  based  at 
Harrogate  and  Ripon,  for  loan  to  doctors  and  midwives  looking 
after  premature  babies.  Neither  of  the  cots  were  used  during  the 
year. 
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The  Sorrento  cot  has  the  disadvantage  of  being  too  bulky  for 
easy  transport,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  provision  of  smaller 
portable  incubators  is  still  being  considered. 

(j)  Albany  Avenue  Day  Nursery 

This  nursery  is  open  from  8.30  a.m.  to  4.30  p.m.  from  Monday 
to  Friday.  It  accommodates  the  young  children  of  mothers  who  are 
obliged  to  maintain  themselves  and  their  families  by  going  out  to 
work.  The  health  of  these  children  is  supervised  by  the  medical  staff 
of  the  Department. 

(k)  Inspection  of  Children  at  Residential  Nurseries  and  County 
Children’s  Homes 

A  routine  inspection  is  made  twice  a  year  of  all  children  resident 
in  the  Leadhall  Grange  and  Harlow  Court  Residential  Nurseries, 
Harrogate,  and  in  three  Homes  for  older  children  in  Knaresborough. 
A  report  is  furnished  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  to  the 
Children’s  Department  in  which  details  are  given  regarding  the 
children’s  health,  the  staffing,  and  on  any  environmental  condition 
which  may  affect  the  health  of  the  children. 

8.  Paediatric  Clinics 

In  Harrogate  children  are  seen  by  the  paediatrician  at  the 
hospital.  In  Ripon,  Dr.  Prosser  holds  a  clinic  as  necessary  at  Alma 
House. 

Nocturnal  Enuresis 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Hall  for  the  following  report: — 

23  new  cases  of  nocturnal  enuresis  have  been  treated  during  the 
past  year.  More  older  children  (9  to  16  years)  have  been  selected, 
because  it  was  felt  that  children  of  this  group  were  often  ashamed 
of  their  difficulty  and  they  were  very  anxious  to  co-operate.  The 
sixteen  year  old  boy  was  a  boy  who  had  started  work  at  Leeds  and 
wanted  to  live  away  from  home. 

There  were  15  good  results  and  7  partial  successes.  There  was 
1  with  no  improvement.  This  child  was  only  five  and  he  was  terrified 
by  the  buzzer.  Subsequently  the  mother  said  that  the  situation  had 
improved  by  strict  limitation  of  drink  after  four  o’clock. 

There  were  3  relapses  from  the  children  treated  last  year.  One 
quickly  became  dry ;  one  must  be  classified  as  a  partial  success ;  and 
the  third  one  still  awaits  the  alarm  buzzer. 
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The  use  of  Dexamphetamine  has  not  been  asked  for,  nor  has 
the  extension  buzzer  been  tried  out  yet. 

30  cases  of  nocturnal  enuresis  are  under  treatment  or  are 
waiting  for  the  alarm  buzzer. 

9.  Midwifery 

During  1963,  domiciliary  midwives  cared  for  282  home  con¬ 
finements  while  1,769  cases  were  delivered  in  institutions.  144  of  the 
latter  were  sent  home  at  forty-eight  hours,  21 1  cases  after  forty-eight 
hours  but  up  to  and  including  the  fifth  day,  and  314  cases  after  the 
fifth  day  but  before  the  tenth  day. 

Three  whole-time  midwives  and  twelve  home  nurse/mid  wives 
were  working  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  alone  was  given  to  3  mothers  by  the 
domiciliary  midwives  and  was  given  in  conjunction  with  Pethidine 
to  a  further  1.

10.  Health  Visiting 

15  full-time  Health  Visitors  and  1  full-time  Assistant  Health 
Visitor,  and  1  part-time  Health  Visitor  were  employed  in  the  area  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Three  of  them  did  tuberculosis  visiting  and 
maintained  liaison  between  the  Health  Department  and  the  Chest 
Physicians.

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Ill  accommodation,  working  closely  with  the  geriatric  unit  at  Knares- 
borough.  Like  the  rest  of  the  nursing  staff,  they  work  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Divisional  Nursing  Officer.

Psychiatric  Social  Club 

This  was  started  on  a  weekly  basis  at  the  Training  Centre  at 
the  end  of  April,  1963.  Seven  patients  attended.  Since  then  it  has 
gone  from  strength  to  strength  and  now  has  an  average  attendance 
of  20.  There  are  3 1  patients  on  the  club  books,  of  whom  27  have  had 
in-patient  treatment  previously,  and  3  have  returned  for  further 


treatment  in  hospital.

The  social  activities  include  dominoes,  cards,  beetle  drives, 
discussions,  Play  readings,  art,  and  table  tennis,  with  dancing  from 
9  p.m.  to  10  p.m.  The  Castleford  Club  was  entertained  to  supper 
g.nd  a  social  on  29.10.63,  and  the  Club  visited  the  Pantomime  on  the 
invitation  of  the  Harrogate  Happy  Wanderers  early  in  January. 

Training  Centre 

The  Training  Centre  continued  to  expand  its  scope  during  the 
year,  and  plans  were  made  for  an  adjoining  residential  hostel  for  8 
children  which  should  be  finished  shortly. 

Miss  M.  Reynolds,  the  Centre  Supervisor,  reports  as  follows: — • 

“The  year  1963  was  a  most  successful  and  progressive  one,  in 
spite  of  considerable  staff  changes  and  sickness.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  year  our  Caretaker  was  on  sick  leave  for  two  months;  shortly 
afterwards,  Miss  McCall — Trainee — was  on  sick  leave  for  two 
months.  Also  at  this  time  Mrs.  Mawson — Senior  Instructor,  Female 
Wing — was  on  maternity  leave  until  the  end  of  April. 
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Mrs.  Barker  commenced  duties  as  temporary  Senior  Instructor, 
Female  Wing,  during  Mrs.  Mawson’s  absence.  In  March  Mrs. 
Barker  was  appointed  an  Assistant  Supervisor  for  the  Junior  Wing 
and  transferred  accordingly.  Meanwhile,  Mrs.  Williams,  a  retired 
headmistress,  was  appointed  temporary  Senior  Instructor,  Female 
Wing,  until  Mrs.  Mawson’s  return. 

In  June,  Mr.  Plant,  Senior  Instructor,  Male  Wing,  worked  at 
Whitby  for  two  weeks  with  trainees  on  holiday. 

In  September,  Miss  McCall  commenced  leave  of  absence  for 
two  years  to  attend  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health 
Diploma  Course  in  Bristol  for  Teachers  of  the  Mentally  Handi¬ 
capped. 

Mr.  Plant  commenced  leave  of  absence  for  one  year  to  attend 
a  similar  course  in  Birmingham. 

Mr.  Swales  was  appointed  temporary  Senior  Instructor— Male 
Wing,  during  Mr.  Plant’s  absence  but  in  December  he  was  offered  a 
permanent  post  and  he  transferred  to  West  Ardsley  Training  Centre. 

Mr.  Biss  is  now  temporary  Senior  Instructor — Male  Wing — 
until  Mr.  Plant’s  return  in  July.  Mrs.  Musgrove  was  appointed  as  a 
Temporary  Welfare  Assistant  during  Miss  McCall’s  absence. 

In  spite  of  all  this  change  and  upheaval,  staff  relationships 
remained  very  good. 

At  various  times  we  have  had  National  Association  for  Mental 
Health  Students  on  teaching  practice ;  they  have  done  some  excellent 
work  with  the  children  in  the  Junior  Wing. 

The  Junior  Wing  and  Special  Care  Unit 

At  the  beginning  of  1963  there  were  32  children  on  the  register, 
20  boys  and  12  girls. 

Teaching  and  training  progressed  favourably  as  we  followed  a 
full  programme.  Work  was  commenced  for  a  display  of  activities 
for  the  opening  of  the  Centre  in  May. 

In  July  the  children  were  taken  to  Saltburn  for  a  day. 

During  August  the  paintings  of  10  children  were  entered  in  a 
competition  in  Leeds.  Six  won  consolation  prizes  and  2  were  men¬ 
tioned  as  worthy  of  recognition. 

At  the  beginning  of  September,  weekly  swimming  lessons 
commenced  at  Starbeck  Swimming  Baths.  These  have  proved  to  be 
most  successful. 
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In  the  middle  of  October  a  simple  Harvest  Festival  Service  was » 
held  in  the  Centre  led  by  Rev.  Williams.  A  Missionary  from  Kenya  i 
talked  to  the  children,  parents  and  visitors.  Gifts  of  produce  were: 
taken  by  the  children  to  Harrogate  General  Hospital  and  to  an  old 
people’s  home. 

A  fireworks  party  was  enjoyed  in  November. 

Before  the  Christmas  holiday  the  children  in  the  Junior  Wing 
and  Special  Care  Unit  had  a  Christmas  party.  Patients  from  Oulton 
Hall  Hospital  were  invited  and  everyone  was  entertained  by  a 
magician  before  Santa  Claus  paid  a  visit. 

Adult  Female  and  Male  Wings 

At  the  beginning  of  1963  there  were  13  women  and  8  men  on 
the  register.  Good  work  continues  in  these  wings  although  we  seem 
to  have  quite  a  few  low  grade  trainees. 

The  female  trainees  do  all  the  laundry  for  the  Centre  and  have 
a  baking  day  once  a  week. 

Contract  work  for  the  Supplies  Department  has  commenced 
and  is  working  out  very  well.  Time  is  still  allowed  for  Physical 
Education,  Movement  to  Music,  Ballroom  Dancing,  Singing  and 
Outdoor  games. 

In  April  the  female  trainees  were  taken  to  the  Valley  Gardens, 
Harrogate.  On  July  9th  all  the  trainees  went  to  Saltburn  for  a  day. 

On  July  24th  the  females  were  taken  to  the  Yorkshire  Egg 
Packers  for  a  visit  of  observation  and  on  July  29th  they  were  taken 
to  Betty’s  Bakery  for  the  same  purpose. 

Swimming  lessons  commenced  in  September. 

On  December  12th  trainees  from  both  wings  went  to  the  Odeon 
Theatre. 

A  Christmas  party  was  held  on  December  18th  and  patients 
from  Oulton  Hall  Hospital  attended.  Four  members  of  Leeds 
Y.M.C.A.  attended  and  gave  a  film  show. 

Five  adult  trainees  have  now  left  the  Centre  and  are  working. 

Throughout  the  year  emphasis  is  placed  on  social  competence 
in  and  outside  the  Centre  and  children  and  adults  have  opportunities 
of  travel  on  public  transport,  and  to  go  for  nature  walks;  for  general 
observation  v/alks — to  the  shops,  railway  station,  zebra  crossing, 
post  office,  etc. 

On  May  29th  this  Centre  was  officially  opened  and  this  entailed 
a  great  deal  of  hard  work. 
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In  August,  work  commenced  on  extensions  to  the  hall  and 
kitchen;  this  work  is  not  yet  nearing  completion.  Because  of  this, 
normal  routine  has  been  disturbed. 

During  1963,  we  have  had  many  interesting  visitors  to  the 
Centre — doctors,  student  nurses,  student  health  visitors,  student 
teachers,  social  workers — one  from  South  Africa,  and  sixth  form 
girls  from  Knaresborough  Grammar  School. 

Most  of  the  Centre  staff  have  been  to  Grantley  Hall  on  training 
courses  and  some  to  County  Hall  for  special  staff  meetings. 

Social  functions  have  taken  place  and  the  Psychiatric  Social 
Club  meets  weekly. 

It  is  most  helpful  to  have  a  Welfare  Assistant  to  help  with 
washing,  toiletting  and  other  emergencies  because  teachers  do  not 
have  to  leave  the  rest  of  their  class. 

I  now  look  forward  to  the  completion  of  the  building  extensions ; 
the  return  of  the  staff  from  training  courses,  and  a  continuance  of 
the  present  happy  atmosphere,  with  good  relations  between  staff 
and  between  staff  and  trainees.”

50  sub-normal  patients  in  the  Division  do  not  attend  the 
Training  Centre.  Of  these  32  are  in  full  or  part-time  employment 
and  18  are  adequately  employed  at  home. 


Harrogate  Therapeutic  Club 

This  venture  began  on  an  experimental  basis  in  October,  1963, 
It  meets  on  four  afternoons  per  week  in  rooms  which  are  rented  by 
the  County  Council  at  the  ‘61  Centre’  in  Harrogate.  A  psychiatrist 
attends  regularly  on  three  afternoons  per  week,  Monday,  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  and  group  therapy  is  undertaken.  Since  this  Club  opened, 
78  patients  have  been  interviewed,  59  were  considered  to  be  suitable 
for  group  therapy;  18  received  hospital  care  as  out-patients  or  after 
admission,  and  one  was  referred  to  a  practitioner  in  her  home 
town.  The  average  weekly  attendance  is  at  present  22,  and  the  total 
attendance  to  the  end  of  January,  1964,  was  302. 
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This  Club  can  deal  with  50  patients  per  week  and  is  still  growing. 
Three  patients  have  been  referred  by  doctors  from  other  areas,  and 
several  local  general  practitioners  have  visited  the  Club. 

15.  Home  Help  Service 

This  service  has  shown  a  slight  increase  in  work  over  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  18,913  more  hours  were  worked  than  in  1962. 

8  full  and  3  89  part-time  home  helps  were  employed,  equivalent  t 
to  75  whole  time  workers.

16.  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 

The  Chest  Physicians  hold  sessions  twice  a  week  at  Scotton 
Banks  Hospital,  three  times  a  week  at  Harrogate  General  Hospital, 
and  once  a  week  at  Ripon  &  District  Hospital. 

Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  attend  the  clinics  at  Harrogate  and 
Ripon.  One  of  the  sessions  at  Harrogate  is  used  as  a  special  children’s 
and  adolescent’s  clinic.  395  contacts  were  skin  tested' and  229  of  them 
were  given  B.C.G.  The  Chest  Physicians  saw  14  new  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  4  transfers  from  other  areas  during  the  year. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Ripon  City  and  Pateley 
Bridge.  7  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered  of  which  6  were 
inactive,  and  three  other  conditions  were  also  found. 

The  Harrogate  and  Ripon  Care  Committee  has  continued  its 
valuable  work,  and  assistance  in  kind  or  cash  was  given  to  several 
cases. 

Liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer  with  regard  to  the  working 
conditions  of  patients. 
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There  are  three  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  in  the  Division. 
One  operates  in  Ripon  City  and  Ripon  &  Pateley  Bridge  Rural 
District.  One  covers  Harrogate  Borough,  Knaresborough  Urban 
District,  and  the  western  part  of  Nidderdale  Rural  District.  One  does 
the  eastern  end  of  the  Nidderdale  Rural  District. 

295  orders  for  free  milk  were  issued  to  59  patients  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician  during  the  year. 

The  Department  continues  to  provide  nursing  equipment  on 
loan  at  the  request  of  home  nurses  or  general  practitioners. 

Recuperative  Home  Treatment 

During  the  year  20  applications  were  received  for  recuperative 
home  treatment  recommended  by  general  practitioners;  6  were  in 
respect  of  school  boys;  1  in  respect  of  a  school  girl;  2  were  tuber¬ 
culous  patients ;  and  the  remaining  1 1  cases  were  in  respect  of  other 
adults. 

17.  Chiropody 

This  service  continued  to  be  provided  for  old  age  pensioners, 
expectant  mothers,  and  handicapped  persons. 

A  direct  service  is  in  operation  in  the  Borough  of  Harrogate, 
and  indirect  services  provided  in  conjunction  with  voluntary  bodies 
were  worked  in  Ripon,  Knaresborough,  Pateley  Bridge,  Borough- 
bridge,  Poppleton,  Nun  Monkton,  Burton  Leonard  and  Whixley. 

18.  Registration  of  Nursing  Homes 

There  were  18  registered  nursing  homes  in  the  division  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  16  were  inspected  during  1963. 

19.  Registration  of  Old  People’s  Homes 

The  21  old  people’s  homes  registered  in  the  area  were  visited  in 
conjunction  with  the  Divisional  Welfare  Officer. 

20.  Children  Neglected  or  Ill-treated 

Nine  monthly  meetings  of  the  Committee  were  held  in  Harrogate 
and  one  in  Ripon. 

There  were  also  two  open  meetings  for  a  wider  range  of  social 
workers  during  the  year. 

The  first  was  addressed  by  the  Rev.  David  Wain wright  on 
‘The  Church’s  Moral  Welfare  Work.” 

The  second  was  a  talk  on  the  work  of  the  Children’s  Depart¬ 
ment  by  the  Assistant  Children’s  Officer. 
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21.  Medical  Examination  of  Staff,  etc. 

During  the  year  the  County  Council  altered  their  scheme  for 
the  medical  examination  of  new  staff  so  that  only  those  who  had  a 
significant  medical  history  or  who  were  over  45  years  were  examined. 
This  has  cut  out  some  unnecessary  work  for  the  medical  staff.

22.  Health  Education 

The  medical  staff  have  done  a  good  deal  in  this  field  during 
the  year.  Talks  were  given  to  the  Friends  of  Harrogate,  the  trainees 
of  the  Tobacco  Research  laboratories,  and  American  Parent- 
Teacher  Association,  Air  Ministry  Welfare  Officers,  and  hospital 
nursing  staff  on  various  aspects  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
Services.  A  film  on  smoking  was  shown  to  the  Army  Apprentice 
School. 

Miss  Edwards,  Deputy  County  Nursing  Officer,  has  been  to 
this  Division  three  times  to  discuss  and  advise  health  visitors  on 
Health  Education,  especially  with  regard  to  teaching  in  school.  A 
syllabus  was  drawn  up  and  discussed  for  use  in  teaching  mothercraft 
to  senior  girls. 

Health  Education  in  Schools 

In  the  Ripon  area  talks  have  been  given  in  schools  by  Miss 
Brown  in  conjunction  with  the  domestic  science  teacher  at  Pateley 
Bridge.  Miss  Harman  has  shown  films  on  care  of  the  hair  and  teeth 
to  three  of  the  small  county  primary  schools. 

In  Harrogate  Miss  Riley  has  given  talks  to  the  St.  Peter’s  girls 
with  the  domestic  science  teacher  and  Miss  Fisher  has  given  a 
course  of  talks  to  the  senior  girls  at  Starbeck  Secondary  Modern. 
Both  of  these  classes  are  being  extended  in  the  new  year. 

Talks  have  been  given  to  all  the  girls  at  Birklands  Private 
School  together  with  a  sound  film  on  personal  hygiene. 

At  Knaresborough  Miss  Harte  and  Mrs.  Holgate  have  had  a 
very  busy  year.  Miss  Harte  has  started  a  completely  new  course  for 
girls  taking  ‘A’  level  in  Housecraft  and  Social  Services,  and  has 
arranged  visits  to  a  Day  Nursery  and  training  centre,  and  has  given 
talks  to  secondary  modern  girls  on  Home  Safety  and  First  Aid.  Mrs. 
Holgate  has  given  a  course  of  lectures  on  mothercraft  to  the  Second¬ 
ary  Modern  girls. 
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All  Health  Visitors  have  continued  to  give  teaching  and  advice 
at  school  hygiene  inspections. 

Mothers’  Clubs 

In  Harrogate  the  club  continues  to  keep  going  but  membership 
poor,  and  meetings  are  held  monthly. 

At  Knaresborough  the  Club  flourished  and  membership  has 
risen  to  60+  entirely  due  to  the  interest  shown  by  the  Health 
Visitors  and  many  interesting  evenings  were  arranged,  especially  one 
at  which  there  was  a  doll  dressing  competition. 

Relaxation  Classes 

These  are  even  more  popular  and  a  very  good  medium  for 
education.  There  is  now  quite  a  long  waiting  list  in  Harrogate  and 
arrangements  are  being  made  to  start  a  new  class  in  the  new  year, 
and  for  the  midwives  to  take  a  more  active  part  in  the  relaxation. 

In  Ripon  the  midwives  and  health  visitors  work  in  close  co¬ 
operation. 

Other  forms  of  Health  Education 

Miss  Fisher  and  Miss  Griffin  gave  a  talk  to  the  parent-teacher 
association  at  Starbeck  on  the  History  of  Health  Visiting  and  the 
School  Medical  Services. 

Miss  Brown  has  given  lectures  to  St.  John  Ambulance  Cadets  in 
Pateley  Bridge,  and  Miss  Griffin  to  senior  V.A.D.  in  Harrogate. 

Miss  Harte  has  given  lectures  on  mothercraft  for  the  Duke  of 
Edinburgh  awards  and  many  of  the  Health  Visitors  have  acted  as 
examiners  for  both  the  Red  Cross  and  St.  John’s  including  one  exam 
on  Home  Safety  for  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  Award,  and  for  Boy 
Scouts  on  Parentcraft. 

Attempts  have  been  made  to  show  films  and  film  strips,  and  to 
give  formal  talks  at  the  I.W.C.  at  Knaresborough,  but  mothers 
with  toddlers  present  find  it  difficult  to  concentrate  and  there  is  no 
room  in  which  to  separate  the  children  from  their  parents. 

A  small  exhibition  was  arranged  with  the  Public  Health  Inspec¬ 
tors  at  the  Royal  Hall  to  display  original  posters  made  by  Miss 
Hsrtc 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

In  the  West  Riding  this  is  a  separate  service.  The  ambulance 
station  is  at  Harrogate  under  the  charge  of  a  Superintendent  Ambu¬ 
lance  Officer,  and  in  both  Ripon  and  Pateley  Bridge  there  are 
sub-depots  which  are  manned  by  the  respective  divisions  of  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  which  give  sterling  service.  Short 
wave  wireless  control  is  held  throughout  the  Division. 
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Hospitals  under  the  management  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR  FOR  THE  YEAR,  1963 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of 

Nidderdale. 

In  presenting  my  section  of  the  annual  report  which  briefly 
summarises  the  work  of  the  department  over  the  past  year,  I  am 
encouraged  and  gratified  to  report  that  substantial  progress  has  been 
made  in  improving  services  and  conditions  in  all  sections  of  our 

activities. 

i  "■  •  . 

The  past  efforts  by  all  concerned  in  the  provision  of  piped  water 
supplies  is  now  yielding  very  creditable  results — 97.4  %  of  all  houses 
have  a  piped  water  supply. 

Completion  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  and  village 
scheme  at  Rufforth,  re-sewering  the  village  of  Hessay,  re-laying  many 
defective  lengths  of  old  sewers  and  the  commencement  of  the 
extensions  to  the  already  substantial  Boroughbridge  outfall  works, 
marks  a  year  of  good  progress  in  this  field  of  essential  environmental 
services.  Further  schemes  to  improve  existing  services  received 
Ministerial  approval  towards  the  year  end  when  the  Great  Ouseburn 
&  District,  South  Stainley  and  Arkendale  and  District  schemes 
were  accepted.  Their  completion  will  provide,  together  with  all  the 
existing  services,  a  very  modern  system  of  sewers  throughout  the 
whole  of  your  area. 

The  correct  basis  of  a  charge  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of 
farm  effluents  was  discussed,  but  unresolved  and  must  be  finalised 
next  year. 

The  Council  can  be  justifiably  pleased  with  their  campagn  to 
encourage  improvement  grants — 538  grants  have  now  been  approved 
to  a  total  value  exceeding  £98,000  with  86  houses  completely 
renovated  this  year.  This  policy  is  reflected  in  other  directions — 
93.6%  of  all  domestic  premises  now  have  waterborne  sanitation.  The 
rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  private  houses  built  during  the  year 
was  again  evident  to  the  extent  that  although  121  were  completed 
and  occupied,  there  were  considerably  more  than  that  number  under 
construction  (138)  by  the  year  end.  Of  642  applications  for  Building 
Bye-law  and  Planning  permission,  50  were  refused  on  planning 
grounds.  5  Appeals  to  the  Minister  were  made,  4  dismissed  and  1 
withdrawn. 
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The  new  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  did  not  embarrass  the 
Council.  Your  Inspectorate  were  already  carrying  out  100%  inspec¬ 
tion  of  all  carcase  meat,  but  the  time  involved  is  greater,  each 
carcase  having  to  be  stamped. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  staff,  including  my 
Deputy,  Foreman  and  Workmen,  for  their  loyal  and  concientious 
co-operation  in  making  the  working  of  the  department  run  so 
smoothly  in  spite  of  the  increase  in  all  branches  of  our  work.  I  would 
particularly  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Council,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  who  has  given  such  long  and  faithful  service  and  whose 
knowledge  and  guidance  is  invaluable,  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  his  encouragement,  friendly  advice  and  co-operation  so 
freely  given  to  me.

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1.  WATER  SUPPLIES 


(a)  Private  Supplies 

The  percentage  of  dwellings  on  a  piped  water  supply  within  the 
district  (including  both  public  and  private  supplies)  is  97.4%.  Only 
the  sparsley  populated  areas  and  a  few  isolated  farmhouses  are 
dependent  upon  wells  and  boreholes. 

The  following  village  communities  are  provided  with  private 
water  piped  into  dwellings : — 

Ripley 

Walkingham  Hill 

Nidd 

Throughout  the  year  27  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from 
private  sources  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  bacteriological  examination.  Five  samples  proved  to  be 
unsatisfactory;  three  of  these  were  from  disused  wells  and  were 
taken  at  the  request  of  the  owners.  In  the  case  of  the  remaining  two, 
advice  was  given  to  try  and  improve  the  supply  and  later  samples 
proved  to  be  satisfactory  in  both  cases. 

At  the  request  of  the  Well  Engineers  concerned  all  new  bore 
holes  sunk  in  the  area  are  sampled  during  the  test  pumping  to  make 
sure  that  the  water  is  bacteriologically  safe. 

Regular  samples  are  taken  from  the  Ripley  Village  supply  which 
is  derived  from  a  land  spring  and  is  chlorinated.  All  samples  taken 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

(b)  Public  Supplies 

The  Claro  Water  Board  and  the  York  Waterworks  Department 
are  the  two  statutory  water  undertakers  who  supply  the  district 
with  mains  water  (See  “General  Statistics,  1963” — Pages  99  for 
village  details).  There  is  no  risk  of  plumbo  solvency. 

During  the  year  the  Claro  Water  Board  extended  their  public 
supply  to  the  York  Road  Area  in  Hessay  Parish,  thereby  effecting  a 
satisfactory  supply  to  five  properities  which  previously  had  no  supply 
or  were  served  by  polluted  shallow  wells. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  now  connected  to  a  public 
supply  is  4,634  which  represents  91.5%  of  the  total  number  of 
dwellings  within  the  area.  19  samples  were  procured  from  various 
points  along  the  network  of  public  mains  and  all  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 
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2.  (a)  Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  extension  and  replanning  of  the  disused  R.A.F.  Sewage : 
Works  at  Rufforth  which  the  Council  have  acquired  was  completed 
during  the  year.  These  works  are  treating  the  sewage  from  the 
villages  of  Upper  and  Nether  Poppleton,  Knapton  and  Rufforth.  The 
re-sewering  of  Hessay  village  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  this  discharge  will  also  be  to  the  Rufforth  Works. 

The  renewal  of  the  original  sewage  pumps  in  the  three  pumping 
stations  at  Upper  and  Nether  Poppleton  (installed  in  1937)  has  been 
completed. 

A  new  section  of  sewer  was  constructed  and  completed  at 
Spring  Gardens,  Boroughbridge.  This  diverted  the  flow  of  sewage  so 
as  to  bye-pass  a  defective  section  of  an  old  sewer  which  had  pre¬ 
viously  given  trouble. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  commenced  on  enlarging  the 
existing  Tutt  Valley  Sewage  Works  at  Boroughbridge  to  cater  for 
the  increased  volume  of  sewage  from  the  Great  Ouseburn  District 
and  the  Arkendale  District  and  South  Stainley  Schemes  together  with 
the  reception  of  sewage  from  the  Langthorpe  Area  of  the  Thirsk 
Rural  District  Council.  These  comprehensive  extensions  to  the  works 
are  likely  to  take  over  12  months  to  complete. 

The  Council’s  proposed  schemes  to  sewer  the  villages  of  South 
Stainley,  Arkendale,  Conythorpe,  Flaxby,  the  Dunsforths  and  parts 
of  Great  Ouseburn,  Little  Ouseburn,  Marton,  Ferrensby  and  Staveley 
have  now  received  Ministerial  consent  and  it  is  hoped  that  early  in 
1964  work  will  commence. 

The  scheme  will  render  obsolete  seven  old  village  works, 
some  of  which  rely  only  on  land  treatment,  the  remainder  being 
overloaded  and  out  of  date  in  design. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council’s  Consultant  Engineer  was 
engaged  in  preparing  a  scheme  to  provide  a  modern  sewage  disposal 
works  at  Killinghall  for  the  purpose  of  treating  sewage  from  this 
village  together  with  Ripley  and  Flampsthwaite  where  the  existing 
works  are  obsolete.  The  existing  sewerage  system  in  Hampsthwaite 
would  also  be  extended  to  include  the  greater  part  of  Felliscliffe 
Parish  which  would  be  sewered  for  the  first  time. 

The  Council’s  foreman  and  his  staff  continue  to  maintain  all 
sewers  and  works  throughout  the  area  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  14 
Pumps  and  Ejectors  are  regularly  visited  and  checked  and  any  faults 
are  largely  rectified  by  your  own  staff.  A  local  firm  of  Electrical 
Contractors  carry  out  electrical  maintenance. 
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(b)  Trade  Effluents 

The  industrial  laundry  in  Boroughbridge  continues  to  discharge 
trade  waste  into  the  Council’s  sewers  to  the  agreed  standards  under 
the  terms  of  the  Trade  Effluent  Agreement.  Close  watch  is  kept  by 
your  inspectors  to  ensure  that  the  agreement  is  adhered  to. 

Numerous  farms  throughout  the  area  still  continue  to  discharge 
farm  drainage  into  the  public  sewers  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
basis  upon  which  charges  should  be  made  by  the  Council  for  the 
reception  of  such  trade  effluent  into  their  sewers  remained  unresolved. 
Consultation  with  neighbouring  authorities,  particularly  other  Rural 
Districts,  showed  this  to  be  a  complex  problem  and  not  one  where  a 
simple  formula  can  be  achieved.  Most  authorities  differ  widely  in 
their  interpretation  of  how  charges  should  be  arrived  at.  This, 
together  with  a  lack  of  guidance  at  Ministerial  level  creates  a  problem 
which  can  only  be  resolved  by  individual  Councils. 

(c)  Cespool  Emptier 

This  vehicle  which  was  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  purchased  by 
the  Council  is  now  10  years  old  and  has  given  valuable  service. 
Its  principal  use  is  to  empty  private  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  for 
which  a  nominal  charge  is  made.  The  many  other  uses  to  which  it 
can  be  put  in  the  maintenance  of  the  Council’s  own  sewers  and 
works,  often  in  emergency,  makes  it  invaluable. 

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  its  services  from  the  general 
public  and  it  is  hoped  that  next  year  the  Council  will  replace  it  with 
a  new  one. 

An  income  of  £387  was  derived  from  private  owners  and  237 
requests  were  made  for  its  use. 

(d)  Rivers,  Streams  and  Watercourses 

Officers  of  the  River’s  Board  maintain  strict  surveillance  on  all 
effluents  from  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works.  Close  co¬ 
operation  exists  between  your  technical  staff  and  the  Board’s  officers 
to  improve  the  quality  of  effluent  discharging  to  various  water 
courses.  I  would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  for  all  the  help  and  guidance  he 
and  his  staff  give  to  my  department. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  fixed  the 
1st  June,  1963  as  the  “appointed  date”  under  the  Rivers  (Prevention 
of  Pollution)  Act,  1961.  The  discharge  of  any  trade  or  sewage 
effluent  to  a  stream  which  was  established  before  1961  is  now  an 
offence  unless  application  has  been  made  for  the  River  Board’s 
consent.  As  a  result,  application  was  made  to  the  Yorkshire  Ouse 
River  Board  before  that  date  for  28  stormwater  overflows  and 
sewage  discharges  within  the  area. 
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From  time  to  time  samples  are  taken  to  assist  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineer  in  his  design  and  preparation  of  new  sewage 
schemes  as  well  as  to  effect  the  improvement  of  existing  effluents. 

The  department  continues  to  issue  drawings  of  two  types  of 
septic  tank  installations  (both  having  the  approval  of  the  River 
Board)  which  have  now  been  in  use  for  a  number  of  years.  The  more 
elaborate  installation  has  a  filter  bed  attached  and  allows  direct  dis¬ 
charge  of  the  final  effluent  to  a  watercourse.  The  other  which  is  more 
predominantly  used  comprises  a  two  chambered  sedimentation  tank, 
the  effluent  from  which  is  piped  into  soakaways  providing  the 
subsoil  conditions  are  suitable. 

In  a  rural  area  such  as  this  when  the  network  of  sewers  does  not 
extend  to  isolated  localities  it  is  important  to  standardise  these 
installations,  particularly  to  facilitate  their  emptying  which  the 
Council  undertake  with  their  cesspool  service.

The  continual  spread  of  the  network  of  sewers  throughout  the 
area  as  a  result  of  new  schemes  considerably  assists  in  the  persuasion 
of  individual  owners  and  occupiers  to  convert  existing  privies  and 
pail  closets  to  waterborne  sanitation.  Most  conversions  are  under¬ 
taken  as  part  of  a  general  improvement  scheme  where  financial 
assistance  is  available  from  the  Council  in  the  form  of  either  Dis¬ 
cretionary  or  Standard  Grants. 

During  the  year  there  were  34  conversions  and  it  is  of  interest  to 
note  that  out  of  a  total  of  5,063  dwelling  houses  in  the  district 
4,741  are  provided  with  water  closets  which  represents  a  percentage 
of  93.6%  compared  with  72%  reported  in  the  1953  Annual  Report. 

No  plans  of  new  dwelling  houses  deposited  under  the  Building 
Bye-laws  showed  sanitary  accommodation  other  than  water  closets. 

3.  CLEANSING 

(a)  Collection 

During  the  year  a  new  35  cubic  yard  Pakamatic  Refuse  Collec¬ 
tion  Vehicle  was  ordered  after  a  demonstration  vehicle  had  been 
employed  in  the  Poppleton  and  Green  Hammerton  areas.  After  a 
Sub-Committeee  had  witnessed  its  performance  they  were  agreed 
that  this  more  modern  type  of  vehicle  would  be  admirably  suited  to 
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the  Council’s  needs  in  view  of  the  ever  increasing  amount  of  refuse  to 
be  handled.  The  principle  of  continuous  loading  and  total  com¬ 
pression  of  refuse  was  considered  an  advantage  against  the  normal 
“fore  and  aft”  25  cubic  yard  vehicles  in  the  built-up  areas. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  new  vehicle  will  be  delivered  early 
next  year. 

For  the  most  part  a  weekly  collection  has  operated  successfully 
except  for  breaks  in  continuity  due  to  breakdowns  and  Bank 
Holidays.  The  area  continues  to  grow  at  the  rate  of  approximately 
150  houses  per  annum  plus  business  premises.  Bearing  in  mind  that 
many  of  these  houses  have  two  or  more  dustbins  together  with  the 
increasing  number  of  solid  fuel  central  heating  installations  con¬ 
siderably  more  refuse  has  to  be  handled  and  a  good  job  of  work  is 
being  done  to  maintain  such  a  schedule.  Unfortunately  certain 
sections  of  the  general  public  soon  become  intolerant  when,  for 
some  good  reason,  a  seven  day  collection  service  cannot  be  main¬ 
tained  at  exactly  the  same  day  and  hour  of  the  week. 

The  district  is  sub-divided  into  5  collection  areas  but  it  is 
anticipated  that  on  delivery  of  the  new  Pakamatic  vehicle  a  revision 
of  these  areas  must  be  made  to  employ  this  vehicle  to  full  advantage. 

Routine  maintenance  costs  are  kept  to  a  minimum  as  the 
individual  drivers  are  each  responsible  for  routine  servicing  and 
greasing  of  their  own  vehicles  utilising  the  equipment  provided  at 
Lingerfield  Depot.  Every  attempt  is  made  to  ensure  that  the  vehicles 
are  washed  and  cleansed  at  the  end  of  every  working  week.  All  the 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  vehicles  are  inspected  by  a  Works’  Fitter 
several  times  a  year  and  a  report  issued  on  their  general  condition. 
This  Company  has  now  opened  a  new  Depot  at  York  which  is  of 
considerable  advantage  in  obtaining  spares  with  the  minimum  of 
delay. 

The  Council  decided  this  year  to  discontinue  their  policy  of 
automatic  annual  exchange  of  the  Ford  15  Cwt.  and  5  Cwt.  Vans.  In 
view  of  the  heavy  depreciation  it  was  decided  to  keep  them  for  a 
further  year  before  exchanging. 

During  the  year  a  new  5  Cwt.  Austin  Mini-Van  was  purchased 
for  the  Foreman.  His  work  is  primarily  associated  with  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  pumps,  ejectors,  automatic  equipment  and  general 
supervision  of  sewers  and  works  throughout  the  district.  It  was  felt 
that  this  work  was  being  hampered  by  the  considerable  time  which 
was  having  to  be  spent  in  placing  other  members  of  the  outside 
staff  at  their  daily  work  before  being  able  to  undertake  his  own.  The 
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acquisition  of  this  small  van  has  enabled  the  foreman  to  concentrate ; 
on  his  own  work  and  deal  more  effectively  with  emergencies,  parti-  • 
cularly  outside  normal  working  hours. 

The  Council  continue  to  operate  a  5  day  working  week  for  their 
outside  workmen  and  a  “skeleton  staff”  is,  maintained  on  Saturday 
morning  for  the  purpose  of  emergency;  those  on  duty  having  had 
the  previous  Friday  afternoon  off  to  offset  this. 

(b  (Disposal 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  There  are  two 
established  tipping  sites  at  Lingerfield  and  Green  Hammerton  and 
the  bulk  of  refuse  is  deposited  at  the  former  site.  The  other  tip  is 
used  only  on  occasions  and  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to 
find  an  alternative  site  in  this  locality  which  is  essential  to  dispose 
of  the  increasing  amount  of  refuse  from  the  Poppletons  and  so 
eliminate  long  hauls  back  to  Lingerfield. 

Steady  progress  is  being  maintained  in  the  final  re-instatement 
of  the  Green  Hammerton  tip  but  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be 
some  considerable  time  before  the  tip  is  satisfactorily  completed 
under  the  terms  of  the  lease  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

The  Lingerfield  tip  also  forms  the  Central  Depot  where  all 
vehicles  and  equipment  are  housed.  In  August  unauthorised  persons 
forced  entry  into  the  Depot  grounds  and  broke  into  a  store  causing 
£25  worth  of  damage. 

The  existing  tipping  area  forming  part  of  the  old  quarry  is 
rapidly  becoming  full  and  during  the  year  it  was  fonud  necessary  to 
make  an  attempt  to  reclaim  additional  land  by  damming  off  a 
further  section  of  lake.  Fortunately  hundreds  of  tons  of  surplus 
sub-soil  were  made  available  from  work  on  the  Boroughbridge 
Bye-pass  and  within  a  short  space  of  time  during  good  weather  an 
embankment  was  constructed  across  the  lake.  Early  next  year  it  will 
be  necessary  to  pump  out  this  portion  before  tipping  can  commence 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  difficulties  may  arise  due  to  land  springs. 

The  private  contractor  serving  the  Army  Camp  at  Killinghall 
continues  to  dispose  of  camp  refuse  at  Lingerfield  and  from  time  to 
time  brings  in  ashes  and  rubble  which  is  useful  as  covering  material. 

Your  Massey/Ferguson  “65”  diesel  engined  tractor  which  is 
fitted  with  hydraulic  loader  and  blade  continues  to  maintain  the 
Council’s  tips  in  a  clean  and  tidy  condition.  This  vehicle  has  proved 
to  be  invaluable  since  purchased  in  1960  and  is  put  to  a  multiplicity 
of  other  uses.

4.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES,  BOROUGHBRIDCE 

The  public  conveniences  in  St.  Helena,  Boroughbridge  are 
beneficial  not  only  to  local  residents  but  to  travellers  using  the 
adjacent  A.l.  trunk  road  where  adequate  notice  indicates  their 
whereabouts. 

During  the  year  an  income  of  £195  12s.  2d.  was  derived  from 
their  use  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Boroughbridge  Bye-pass 
was  formally  opened  and  a  considerable  loss  in  revenue  can  be 
expected  during  the  coming  year  as  a  result  of  the  diminished  amount 
of  through  traffic. 

In  accordance  with  new  legislation,  the  turnstile  mechanism  has 
had  to  be  removed  from  the  ladies  conveniences,  but  individual  coin 
boxes  will  be  fitted  to  each  compartment. 

A  certain  section  of  the  general  public  continues  to  abuse  these 
facilities  and  appear  to  delight  in  causing  as  much  damage  as 
possible  to  the  internal  structure  and  fittings.  However,  this  is  a 
national  problem  and  one  which  is  a  constant  worry  to  all  local 
authorities.  In  spite  of  surveillance  by  the  police  and  nearby  residents, 
none  of  the  culprits  have  been  caught.  The  Council  should  not 
hesitate  to  take  legal  proceedings  against  any  persons  who  are 
caught.

5.  HOUSING 


(a)  Existing  Houses 

There  are  5,063  dwelling  houses  in  the  district,  of  which  none ; 
are  back-to-back  or  single  back  dwellings. 

During  the  year  there  were  three  dwellings  demolished  as  a 
result  of  procedure  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957  and  closing  orders 
were  made  in  respect  of  three  more  which  were  found  to  be  unfit 
for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  repair  at  a  reasonable 
expense. 

There  are  no  slum  clearance  areas  within  the  district  and  all 
individual  unfit  houses  which  are  found  on  routine  inspection  are 
represented  to  the  Council. 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  made  during 
the  year. 

In  three  instances  during  the  year  relief  of  overcrowded  condi¬ 
tions  took  place  as  a  result  of  re-housing  into  Council  Houses. 

Your  officers  continue  to  carry  out  inspections  of  sub-standard 
dwellings  along  with  the  other  routine  work  and  much  is  done  to 
improve  the  general  standard  of  housing  by  an  informal  approach  to 
owners.  Every  assistance  is  given  in  advising  on  the  best  way  of 
overcoming  various  housing  problems  and  defects  encountered  and 
the  number  of  grants  which  are  dealt  with  is  indicative  of  the  constant 
improvements  in  this  respect  over  the  last  few  years.

The  majority  of  new  housing  development  continues  to  take 
place  in  the  Poppletons,  Rufforth  and  Hampsthwaite  which  are 
popular  because  of  their  close  proximity  to  York  or  Harrogate. 
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Other  development  is  principally  in  the  form  of  sporadic  new 
dwellings,  in-filling  plots  of  land  within  the  confines  of  various 
villages.  There  is  an  increased  tendency  towards  the  erection  of 
modern  agricultural  workers’  dwellings  and  the  formation  of 
separate  smallholdings. 

The  scrutinising  of  applications  and  plans  for  new  development, 
together  with  the  supervision  of  building  work  in  progress,  forms  an 
important  part  in  most  working  days  of  your  technical  officers.  Close 
co-operation  exists  between  them  and  the  Architects,  Estate  Agents 
and  Building  Contractors  who  are  constantly  dealing  with  the  ever 
ever  increasing  demand  for  new  houses.

6.  TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING  AND  BUILDING 

CONTROL 

(a)  Planning

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AH  plans  deposited  under  the  Council’s  Building  Bye-laws  were 
ultimately  approved.  Many  fail  to  comply  with  certain  sections  of 
the  Byelaws  when  first  submitted  but  the  close  liaison  which  exists 
between  your  technical  officers  and  private  Architects,  Surveyors, 
Estate  Agents  and  Builders  ensures  that  such  plans  are  amended 
with  the  minimum  of  delay.If  this  high  degree  of  co-operation  did 
not  exist,  the  Council  would  undoubtedly  find  that  many  plans 
would  be  recommended  for  refusal  each  month. 

93  applications  were  dealt  with  as  “exempted”  buildings  by  the 
department  without  direct  reference  to  the  Council.  These  applica¬ 
tions  are  of  a  minor  nature  and  cover  such  structures  as  greenhouses, 
garages,  porches,  sheds  etc. 
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50  applications  for  planning  permission  were  refused  and  during 
the  year  there  were  5  appeals  made  to  the  Minister  against  such 
refusals,  of  which  4  were  dismissed  and  1  withdrawn. 

In  view  of  the  number  of  applications  for  planning  permission 
which  are  dealt  with  every  year  it  is  essential  that  the  Area  Planning 
Officer  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  this  department 
should  liaise  closely  to  effect  a  fair  and  early  decision  on  each 
application.  This  is  not  always  easy  to  put  into  practice  particularly 
in  view  of  the  complex  nature  of  certain  applications  where  other 
departments  such  as  the  Highways  Authority,  River  Board,  various 
Ministerial  Departments  etc.  have  to  be  consulted.  Nevertheless,  the 
administrative  organisation  continues  to  work  smoothly  and  credit 
must  go  to  the  Area  Planning  Officer  and  his  staff  to  whom  I  should 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  thanks. 

(b)  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  and  House  Purchase 
and  Housing  Act,  1959 

The  financial  aid  afforded  by  the  Discretionary  and  Standard 
Grants  has  continued  to  attract  applications  from  ratepayers, 
particularly  owner/occupiers  who  wish  to  improve  their  houses  in 
one  form  or  another. 

The  Discretionary  Grant  is  available  for  dwellings  which  can  be 
brought  up  to  a  defined  standard  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  and  which  is  comparable  with  that 
of  a  modern  house  when  allowance  is  made  for  age  and  limitation  in 
design,  layout  and  construction.  The  expenditure  which  can  rank 
for  grant  is  substantial  and  normally  the  improved  dwelling  is 
expected  to  have  a  life  of  at  least  30  years. 

Standard  grants,  though  not  restricted,  are  intended  in  the  main 
for  houses  which  cannot  be  brought  up  to  the  high  standard  required 
in  the  case  of  Discretionary  Grants  but  which  none  the  less  warrant 
some  expenditure  to  make  them  more  comfortable  for  the  remainder 
of  their  life. 

The  two  schemes  of  grant,  discretionary  and  standard  are  not 
so  much  alternatives  as  complementary  to  one  another  and  it  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  there  have  been  more  applications  this  year 
than  ever  before. 

Whilst  the  general  standard  of  housing  within  the  area,  from  a 
slum  clearance  point  of  view,  is  good,  it  is  significant  from  the 
number  of  applications  for  grant  which  is  maintained  year  after 
year,  that  a  considerable  number  of  dwellings  must  still  lack  modern 
amenities.  A  high  proportion  of  these  dwellings  are  tenanted  and 
difficulties  arise  in  coming  to  an  agreement  between  owner  and 
occupier. 
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Your  officers  continue  to  encourage  and  persuade  owners  (and 
indeed  occupiers  on  occasions)  of  the  advantages  of  these  grants  and 
every  assistance  is  given  by  them  in  the  planning  and  preparation  of 
improvement  schemes  for  formal  submission  to  the  Council  and  the 
supervision  of  work  after  a  grant  has  been  approved. 

A  separate  report  is  made  to  the  Council  on  each  individual 
application  for  either  Discretionary  or  Standard  Grant  and  in  the 
case  of  the  former  each  item  is  “costed”  in  the  Department  to 
reach  what  is  considered  a  reasonable  estimate  of  actual  improve¬ 
ment  work  based  on  a  fixed  price  schedule.  Whilst  this  method 
increases  the  administrative  work  involved  with  each  application,  it 
has  undoubtedly  proved  over  the  years  to  be  fair  to  the  applicant 
by  standardising  the  method  of  arriving  at  the  grant  figure  indepen¬ 
dent  of  their  own  Contractor’s  estimate  and  regardless  of  which 
part  of  the  area  the  work  is  to  be  carried  out. 

Final  accounts  have  to  be  scrutinised  in  the  case  of  standard 
grants  in  order  that  the  actual  grant  may  be  calculated.  This  is  often 
difficult  where  work  not  eligible  for  grant  has  been  carried  out  at 
the  same  time.

(c)  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  number  of  caravan  sites 
licenced  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act 
which  remains  at  five,  the  majority  of  which  are  used  during  the 
summer  months  only  for  holiday  purposes : —

The  gradual  improvement  to  bring  these  sites  up  to  the  Model 
Standards  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  has  been  maintained.  All  now 
have  separate  toilet  blocks  for  the  exclusive  use  of  caravanners  as 
well  as  mains  water,  adequate  fire  fighting  facilities  and  other  ameni¬ 
ties.  These  sites  are  kept  tidy  and  well  maintained  by  both  the  owners 
and  the  individual  caravanner. 

There  were  4  new  individual  caravan  licences  granted  during 
the  year  making  a  total  of  11  within  the  area.  It  is  first  necessary  to 
obtain  planning  permission  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act  before  consideration  may  be  given  to  the  issue  of  a  licence. 

7.  Meat  and  other  Foods 
(a)  Food  Premises

The  number  of  food  premises  within  the  area  has  remained 
fairly  constant  and  regular  inspections  have  been  carried  out  by 
your  officers  during  the  year.  The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food 
handlers  is  noticeably  higher,  particularly  in  those  connected  with 
mobile  shops. 
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(b)  Licensed  Premises 

There  are  64  licensed  premises  within  the  district.  In  many  of 
them  improvements  suggested  by  your  officers  in  the  past  year  to 
Brewery  Company  representatives  have  now  been  carried  out. 

(c)  Butchers’  Shops 

There  are  12  Butchers’  Shops,  5  having  licensed  slaughterhouses 
attached  to  them.  The  major  portion  of  the  meat  consumed  is 
slaughtered  within  the  area. 

There  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  amount  of  refrigera¬ 
tion  space  in  these  shops  and  this  has  helped  in  maintaining  the 
already  high  quality  of  the  meat  sold. 

(d)  Slaughterhouses 

There  are  8  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the  district,  al* 
owned  privately  and  complying  with  the  Slaughterhouses’  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  and  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations  in  all  respects. 

The  Slaughterhouses  are  inspected  at  regular  intervals  by  a 
Veterinary  Officer  appointed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fish¬ 
eries  and  Food.  Six  of  the  Slaughterhouses  are  attached  to  Butchers’ 
Shops  and  one  is  a  wholesale  premises  at  Hampsthwaite  which  is 
also  used  as  a  centre  for  the  dead  weight  grading  of  cattle,  pigs  and 
lambs  under  the  Fatstock  Guarantee  Scheme. 

Your  three  qualified  Meat  Inspectors  have  continued  to  carry 
out  a  100%  inspection  of  all  meat  slaughtered  within  the  area. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  time  spent  on  this  service  was 
greatly  increased  by  the  implementation  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations  which  necessitated  the  stamping  of  all  carcases  in¬ 
spected  with  the  officer’s  personal  stamp  and  the  more  detailed 
inspection  of  carcases  demanded  by  the  Regulations. 

In  addition  to  this,  a  charge  is  now  made  for  meat  inspection, 
based  on  the  type  and  number  of  animals  slaughtered.  At  the  time 
of  inspection  your  officers  issue  a  certificate  stating  the  number  of 
animals  inspected.  The  revenue  from  this  source  for  the  first  two 
months  was  £121  8s.  9d. 

The  Meat  Regulations  also  require  local  authorities  to  provide 
reciprocal  arrangements  with  adjoining  authorities  as  a  means  of 
providing  for  holiday  relief,  sickness  of  staff  or  other  emergencies 
which  may  arise  from  time  to  time.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
between  this  authority  and  Wetherby  R.D.C.  and  Knaresborough 
U.D.C. ;  your  officers  being  authorised  to  inspect  and  mark  meat  in 
those  areas. 
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Carcases  inspected  and  condemned 
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Condemned  meat  is  stained  and  removed  to  a  central  store  at 
Hampsthwaite  by  a  member  of  the  Council’s  staff  where  it  is  collected 
weekly  by  an  animal  by-products  firm  who  specialise  in  processing 
this  type  of  meat.  The  income  derived  from  this  source  was  £22  Is.  4d. 


(e)  Milk  Supply 

The  issue  of  licences  to  retail  various  types  of  milk  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  who  are  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Authority. 

Following  a  report  from  an  adjoining  authority  that  a  bottle  of 
milk  sampled  by  them  contained  Brucella  Abortus  organisms  (the 
milk  being  produced  in  this  district)  detailed  sampling  was  carried 
out  by  a  member  of  your  staff. 

Samples  were  taken  from  60  cows  and  by  elimination  and 
culturing  the  positive  samples,  it  was  found  that  2  cows  were  affected. 
A  notice  was  served  on  the  owner  requesting  him  to  keep  the  milk 
from  these  2  cows  separate  and  to  ensure  that  it  was  sent  for  pasteur¬ 
isation. 


8.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  Divisional  Executive  Officer  of  the  Infestation  Control 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  recom¬ 
mended  the  use  of  the  poison  Fluoroacetamide  in  our  sewers  and  it 
was  agreed  to  obtain  a  small  quantity  of  this  poison  under  the  trade 
name  of  Fluorakill  as  a  trial.  The  sewerage  systems  in  29  villages 
were  treated  for  rats  but  in  all  cases  were  found  to  be  clear. 

The  Annual  Rodent  Contracts  continue  to  gain  in  popularity 
with  farmers  and  this  necessitates  a  great  deal  of  your  Rodent 
Officer’s  time  being  spent  on  such  work.  Infestations  are  for  the  most 
part  minor,  it  being  a  rare  occurence  to  find  a  major  infestation  on 
farm  land  and  buildings.  Greater  difficulty  is  experienced  with  the 
Council’s  Refuse  Tip  at  Green  Hammerton  but  this  is  kept  under 
control.  The  Council  derived  an  income  of  £235  10  6  from  rodent 
control  work  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  average  cost  of  a 
series  of  treatment  (other  than  those  under  contract)  was  £2  2s.  Od. 
but  as  previously  stated,  the  majority  of  the  work  was  executed 
under  contract  at  the  original  rate  of  £5per  annum.  The  charge  for 
these  contracts  was  raised  to  £6  at  the  end  of  May,  1963  but  not 
recoverable  until  the  expiry  dates  following  May,  1964.

9.  Nuisances 

33  informal  notices  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  abate¬ 
ment  of  nuisances  together  with  4  which  remained  outstanding  from 
the  previous  year.  Of  these,  36  nuisances  were  abated  and  there  was 
no  occasion  to  initiate  legal  proceedings. 

10.  Petroleum  Consolidated  Regulations 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  62  premises  were  licensed  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirit,  the  majority  of  which  were  for  under¬ 
ground  tanks.  During  the  year  a  further  4  licences  were  issued 
covering  a  total  storage  of  106,650  gallons  and  an  income  of  £56. 

The  submission  of  plans  indicating  the  applicant’s  proposals 
are  necessary  for  all  new  petroleum  installations  and  these  are 
submitted  to  the  Divisional  Fire  Officer  for  his  observations.  The 
issue  of  any  new  licence  is  always  made  subject  to  compliance  with 
the  Fire  Officer’s  recommendations. 

The  detailed  supervision  of  work  on  new  installations  is  carried 
out  by  the  Fire  Officer’s  Department  and  every  new  storage  tank  is 
submitted  to  a  pressure  test  before  being  accepted. 

During  the  year  the  survey  of  all  petroleum  installations 
commenced  in  1962  by  the  Fire  Officer  was  completed  and  accepted 
by  the  Council  and  appropriate  measures  taken  to  adopt  the  recom¬ 
mendations  made.  As  a  result  of  this,  the  Council  agreed  to  adopt 
the  Model  Code  of  principles  of  construction  and  licensing  condi¬ 
tions  issued  by  the  Home  Office  in  1957  under  the  Petroleum 
Consolidation  Act,  1928. 
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Old  and  disused  tanks  must  be  rendered  innocuous  by  infilling 
with  cement  slurry  and  certain  fire  precautions  must  be  adopted  for 
existing  installations.  The  Fire  Officers  and  your  staff  work  in  close 
harmony  on  many  varied  issues  and  I  am  indepted  to  them  for  the 
invaluable  assistance  which  is  made  available  so  willingly. 

11.  Clean  Air  Act,  1957 

There  were  no  special  atmospheric  pollution  problems  in  the 
district  and  no  action  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  control  industrial 
smoke. 

12.  Requisition  for  Official  Search 

During  the  year  495  official  searches  were  dealt  with  by  this 
Department  (requisition  by  Solicitors  in  connection  with  properties 
within  your  area  which  are,  for  the  most  part  changing  hands).  This 
showed  an  increase  of  35.4%  over  the  previous  year  and  necessitated 
a  great  deal  of  time  being  spent  by  this  department  in  locating 
properties  and  declaring  all  relevent  details. 


13.  Factories  Acts,  1937  to  1959 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  Factories  Act  Register  was 
completely  revised  with  the  co-operation  of  the  local  officer  of 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  and  there  now  are  a  total  of  50  pre¬ 
mises  registered  of  which  only  3  are  non-power  factories. 

New  factory  plans  submitted  to  the  Council  for  Building 
Bye-law  consent  are  automatically  referred  to  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  and  the  Divisional  Fire  Officer  for  their  observations  and 
any  consent  which  is  given  is  subject  to  compliance  with  their 
recommendations.  A  careful  watch  is  kept  to  make  sure  that  certain 
industrial  buildings  comply  with  the  standards  of  thermal  insulation 
prescribed  by  the  Thermal  Insulation  (Industrial  Buildings)  Act  and 
Regulations.

14.  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  this  new  Act  received  Royal 
Assent  and  has  been  promoted  for  securing  the  health  and  welfare 
of  persons  employed  in  offices,  shops  and  certain  railway  premises. 
The  Act  will  not  come  into  force  until  next  year  when  many  of  these 
premises  will  have  to  be  registered  and  inspected  in  detail  to  ensure 
compliance. 

15.  Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  within  the  area  but  a 
privately  owned  pool  attached  to  a  large  residential  hotel  continues 
to  be  open  to  members  of  the  general  public  during  the  summer 
months.  This  pool  is  filled  from  the  public  mains  and  the  water  is 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition  by  an  automatic  chlorinator 
and  filtration  plant. 

A  learners’  pool  is  in  use  at  one  of  the  schools  within  the  area 
and  the  water  is  replenished  weekly  from  the  public  mains.  A 
filterisation  system  is  incorporated  and  water  is  chlorinated  by  hand 
during  the  intervals  between  emptying. 

16.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963 

This  new  Act  will  come  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1964  and 
will  regulate  the  keeping  of  boarding  establishments  for  cats  and 
dogs.  It  is  known  that  there  is  such  establishments  in  the  area  which 
will  have  to  be  inspected,  brought  up  to  the  standards  prescribed  and 
licensed  by  the  Council.
